SPECIAL WAR MEDAL OF THE AERO CLUB OF AMERICA 


Reproduced from the plaster model by Pierre Roche. The allegorical figure 
to the left represents the tenth Muse—The Muse of the Air. Since the medal will 
be awarded for distinguished services among the Allies, the inscription, in Latin, 
signifies. “To the heroes of the skies, acrown of stars,” There are forty-eight 
stars, representing the States, and thirteen stars, representing the thirteen orig- 
inal colonies, form the crown. The other-side of the medal contains the seal of 
the Aero Club of America, with the laurels and the inscription, “‘Honor and 
Merit,”” which explains the purpose for which it is awarded. The ribbon will be 
stam with the recipient’s name. The model bears the date 1917—the year of

SCHWAB HONORED 
BY BETHLEHEM ciTy 


Presented With $1000 Gold 
Medal as Trophy for Efforts 
— During World War 


_BETHUI M, Pa, May 
Giaies M. Schwab, who play 

t part in the war, bot 
standpoint of the Allies’ and the United 
States, was signally honored tonight 
by the citizens of Bethlehem, when 
he was presented with a solid gold 
medal at appropriate exercises held 
jn the High School auditorium, A. 
Wilbur, who was largely responsible 


* for the movement to present the medal 


to Mr. Schwab, was chairman of the 
meeting. The Bethlehem Steel Band 
rendered a musical programme, and 
Dr. J. Fred Wolle; director of the 
noted Bach choir,; was songmaster. 

The presentation address was de- 
livered by apm ©. Ll. Moench, of the 
oravian Church. Mr. Schwab, in re- 
ponding, made one of his character- 
jstic addresses. ‘The medal is of solid 
gold, one-eighth inch thick and three- 
quarters of an inch square, with clipped 
corners. 

The face of the medal, in sunken 


-eross panel at the top, illustrates the 


manufacture of steél in the Bethlehem 
lant, as organized on a war basis. 
The obverse side of the medal contains 
three panels, two of which are directly 
illustrative of Bethlehem -as a city, 
showing the steeple of. the Moravian 
ehurch in the one panel and the tower 
of Lehigh University in the other. The 
third and broad panel shows a staunch 
ship on the ways, ready for launching.

The catalogue of the Musee de 1l'Armee does however- 
describe rather minutely the crosses, But it does not state whether 
the specimen is of a Knight or Chevalier,hence I am not always able 
to so specify. While several of the books give the | 
werious grades of the orders,I thought perhaps that might be of 
less interest than a description of the Grosses.

With respect to your question about omitting minute 
‘details, 1 woulda susgest relegating these to a subsidiary 
place by printing them in smaller type. 


If the reverse of the decoration is radically dif- 
ferent from the obverse, then it should be illustrated; 
out L suspect that some mechanical means of doing this 
can be arranged. For example, if the medallion only is 
different, then that could be pictured beneath the decora- 
tion without upsetting the balance of the plate. So, too, 
wthh your references to authors - our procedure has been to ~ 
print them either in a bibliography at the end if they are 
many in number; or in the case of lengbhy notes, to have 
them come at the end with a mumbered reéerence to them from 
the text.

Before you definitely decide on this,I wish; 
you would take the matter up with the Publication Commit- 
tee and see if the illustrations cannot follow the text, 
the same a8 was done in my other monographs. 

While you know I am always willing to save 
the Society money,I am decidedly opposed to illustrations 
at the end of the book. If gelatine plates are used,why 
cannot they be placed opposite the text or as near as — 
possible thereto ? If there is a slight difference in the 
guality of paper used,I think it would not make the great 
difference that illustrations at the back of the book would. 

What would be the difference in cost ? 

Also be good enough to advise Mr.Wood that I 
have all the negatives here at home. I never leave any of 
my negatives with the photographer.

Now, as you have already expressed a desire for gelatine 
reproductions, and as halftones are more expensive and poorer 
than the other methods, we are forced to choose either placing 
them at the end or risking poor binding results. I am planning 
to have another talk with the printer to see if there is 
anether alternative.

We have received a commmication from Capt. A. 
Jocelyn enclosing a lot of mterial on ribbons. This material can- 
sists of water color illustrations of a considerable number of the 
Spanish ribbons, as well as a similar production having to do with 
the ribbons ami medals of Brazil, quoting a number of decrees special- 
ly for the later ones. The gentleman lists a number of corrections or 
eriticisms of the ribbons described as belonging to the Spanish medals, 
although he is also very straight forward in saying that he obtained 
from that publication mterial which he could find nowhere else. He 
suggests that he would like to have a copy of it, apparently as a re- 
turn for what he has sent us and I think you will feel that we are 
warranted in meeting this request.

I have been comparing the data contained in his pamphlet 
regarding the medals of Brazil with your material and the notes that I have 
been mking ane to be found on a separate sheet. I have not ventured to at 
change your copy, but I think that ‘n most cases it will not be necessary 
for you to consult the authorities you quote, as I have done this in making 
these notes. What is necessary for you in each case is to make the de- 
cision as to what is to be altered or left unchanged. 


You will note what Captain Jocelyn says about his work 
for other countries.

NOTES COMPARING DATA SUBMITTED BY CAPTAIN JOCELYN WITH 
MR. GILLINGHAM'’S MATERIAL. 


Jocelyn (1)-page 1B of notes at the end. (Your page 9C) ‘The omtifision of 
the crown in Jocelyn's illustration(sheet 3, figure 1) is inadvertent, I 
think. Note that he states the ribbon should be yellow and that the decnee 
supports him in this. Meili mamtions two sizes - 26 and 15 mm. and states 
that one is enameled gold. Trost contributes nothing. 


Jocelyn (2) (Your page 10 A) 


J. states that this was issued in three metals and the illustrations from 
SchulmeaB*s catalogue show two sizes. I think you mention only one size. 
The decree quoted by Jocelyn states that the medal is given to the Navy 
as well as the Army, The decree states that the dragon or griffen which 
is part of the suspension device is the badge of the House of Briganza. 


Jocelyn (3) 

This seems to be your Medal 10B, which you call the Cross of Pernambuco and 
which he refers to as Boa Onpdem, although that designation is coupled with 
the name of the army operating in the province of Pernambuco. Jocelyn states 
that it was issued in gold, silver and bronze. The width of the green bands 
of the ribbon should be specified.
